RATANGARH, India (AP) *- 


At a time when elephants in the 
United States are the symbolic 
center of attention, a 25-year-old 
female pachyderm has begun a 
life-long walk through India's 
often inaccessible villages to 
spread the message of family 
planning. 


This elephant, strictly nonpol* 


itical, made her debut before 
500 excited residents of this ru« 
ral community 100 miles north* 
east of New Delhi. 


Purchased for $780 by 60 pri* 


vate Individuals who donated 
$13 each, the elephant is to walk 
about 20 miles and visit five vil« 
lages a day, dispensing contra- 
ceptives via its trunk at govern- 
ment - subsidized prices — less 
than one cent for three contra- 
ceptives—and distributing hand- 
bills and literature urging the 
various birth control methods. 


Her name is Lai Tikon, mean- 


ing Red Triangle, the symbol of 
the government's family plan- 
ning program which is seeking 
by various means to slow down 
the increase in the country's 
population—now 
estimated at 


530 million and increasing by 
30,000 a day.

Instead, her owners hope she 


will demonstrate a new and eco- 
nomical communications medl* 
urn for family planning. 


One of the walk's organizers 


explained that many villagers 
have no access to the radios or 
newspapers that are used exten- 
sively to publicize the family 
planning program. 


As Lai Tikon enters a village, 


she will be recognized easily, A 
huge inverted red triangle is 
painted on her forehead. 


On her flanks are two bright 


red and yellow cloth signs, one 
bearing the four faces of a hap- 
py Indian family and the other a 
triangle with the message "Lai 
Tikon Mera Nax. Khushi Batna 
Mera Kax." 
It means 
"My 


name Is Lai Tikon. My job Is to 
spread happiness.' 


The elephant walk is a non- 


governmental affair, and its or- 
ganizers have insisted on per- 
sonal anonymity. Many, howev- 
er, work for the Ford Founda- 
tion and the U. S. Agency for 
International Development. 


Lai Tikon has had a favorable 


effect on the village of Ratan- 
garh. Since her arrival a week 
ago, five persons have volun- 
teered for sterilization opera- 
tions—three more than were 
performed in the last two years.

LITTLE ROCK (AP) - The 


Arkansas Senate got in its first 
licks of the session at the Re- 
publican party Tuesday, and a 
prominent Democratic senator 
who extolled at least one virtue 
of the two*party system asked 
what was wrong with partisan 
politics, 


The Senate passed a bill 304 


that would restore the Demo» 
cratic party as the state's ma- 
jority party by changing the 
law 
so that majority party 


designation went to the party 
with the most constitutional of* 
fleers. That would be the Dem- 
ocrats. 


Current 
law 
makes 
t h e 


majority party that of the gov- 
ernor, who is Republican Gov. 
Winthrop Rockefeller. 


Sen. Jim Caldwell, Republi- 


can 
senator 
from 
Rogers, 


charged that the bill by Sens. 
W. K. Ingram of West Memphis 
and Clarence Bell of Parkin 
was "politically motivated." 


That nettled 
Sen. Morrell 


Gathright, president pro temp- 
ore of the Senate. 


"If there is any excuse for 


a two-party system, then it is 
for it to be political," Gathright 
said. 
"Its one 
virtue 
is 


partisanship. We're engaged in 
it 
at 
the moment. There's 


nothing wrong with being sel- 
fish, partisan or political." 


Caldwell didn't see it that 


way. 


"We're so interested in who 


outnumbers who that we are 
letting weightier matters go by 
the wayside," he said. " I'm 
not interested 
in politics. I 


could care less. I'm interested 
in the well being of the people 
I represent. 


"I'm not going to spend my 


time as a representative of the 
people and 
their 
money to 


play politics when things are 
as serious and challenging as 
they are in our state." 


The Senate also passed Tues-

passed 30-0 a bill adding a

Gathright, who was acting gov- 
ernor while Rockefeller was out 
of the state, has taken no direct 
action on any bill while Rocke- 
feller has been away for fear 
there might be a constitutional 
prohibition against it.

After dark prostitutes in mini- 


cars come from outside the area 
to prowl the avenue while a few,, 
others take station in front of 
the ivy-covered gates in front of 
the 
mansions 
and luxurious 


apartment houses. They like 
Avenue Foch because it is quiet 
and free of heavy automobile 
and pedestrian traffic. 


The girls in cars stop for men 


waiting along the street or flash 
their lights at a car with only a 
man in it. The residents find the 
lights annoying, also. 


"I know it's extremely disa- 


greeable to these people," said 
the chief of the vice squad, 
Pierre Ottavioli. "We're harass- 
ing the girls as best we can and 
arrests are made every night. 
But the girls are clever, and ar- 
rests are not easy." 


An arrest can't be made until 


a girl actually solicits a custom- 
er. Ottavioli says the Avenue

circulation audit both of us think 
about the lhutvder*araMightning 
that accompanied our initial au- 
dit-for the last half of 1949. 


Back yonder Kelly was run- 


ning the opposition Hope Jour- 
nal. No previous Hope newspaper 
had joined ABC and its system 
of "bank-examiner" audits—but 
Kelly did so In 1947. The Star 
recognized the threat and ap- 
plied for ABC membership in 
1948. An out-of-town ABC mem- 
ber promised to help The Star 
install the audit system—but 
failed to deliver, and we missed 
making the 1948 report. 


I Installed the audit system my- 


self for the last half of 1949 and 
early in 1950 reported to Chicago 
our ABC book and supporting rec- 
ords were complete and ready for 
audit. But just before the field 
auditor's arrival here In March 
Our filing cabinets were raided 
and most of the audit-supporting 
records were stolen, although the 
main ABC record book remained 
O.K. in the safe. 


Kelly and I joined in a cash 


reward for recovery of the rec- 
ords and apprehension of the rob- 
ber. We finally got the records 
back, 
in a water-soaked mail 


pouch retrieved from a creek— 
but none of us ever caught up 
with the robber. 


Not that we cared too much. 


ABC completed its audit, The 
Star doubled the Journal's cir- 
culation—and Kelly and yours 
truly 
reacted 
an agrement 


that returned Hope to a one-pa- 
per town. 


Kelly was a competent and 


rugged competitor who made all 
11 years of the Journal challeng- 
ing and exciting—and I salute 
him. 


Over the 19 years of our ABC 


membership the field auditors 
have told us The Star's circula-' 
tions records are among the 
best In America -but we cer- 
tanlly had an inauspicious be- 
ginning In 1949.

News Jan. 21:

A solar observatory rocketed 
into space today to study the 
sun during a period of maxi- 
mum flare activity and to help 
warn astronauts on the moon of 
perilous radiation storms.

In the nose of a three-stage Del- 
ta rocket at 11:48 a.m. EST, 
aiming for an orbit 350 miles 
above the earth, where Its sen- 
sors can peer at the seething 
sun from above the distorting 
blanket of the atmosphere. 


A spokesman for the National 


Aeronautics and Space Adminis- 
tration reported early phases- of 
the flight went very smoothly 
after the Delta blazed into the 
sky.

captured In the war, military 
spokesmen reported today. 


The U.S. Command also an* 


nounced that three more mil- 
lion-dollar jet fighters were shot 
down in South Vietnam Monday 
and Tuesday. Two of the pilots 
were rescued; the third was 
killed. 


A spokesman said the air cav- 


alrymen pulled 30 tons of rock- 
ets, mortars, recollless rifle 
shells and explosives from a 
complex of 30 bunkers 60 miles, 
north-northwest of Saigon and 
only seven miles from the Cam- 
bodian border. 


Previously, U.S. and South 


Vietnamese troops have cap- 
tured more than 600 tons of ene- 
my weapons, ammunition and 
food up and down the country in 
the last three weeks, enough to 
feed 27,000 troops for three 
weeks and to equip 1,000 Viet 
Cong soldiers fully. The capture 
of supplie and munitions north- 
west of Saigon is believed to 
have been a major factor in the 
failure of the Viet Cong and 
North Vietnamese to mount a 
winter 
offensive against the 


South Vietnamese capital. 
; 


The spokesman 
said there 


wre no enemy troops guarding 
the stockpile. He said there 
could be several reasons for this 
- that the Viet Kong hadn't dis- 
tributed it quickly enough, that 
they took a chance that it might 
never be found, or that they fled 
When they realized they were 
outnumbered.

One plane was hit on a strike

65 miles south of Da Nang, but 
failed to trap an enemy force 
there. Fifteen miles to the east, 
the drive to gain control of the 
Batangan Peninsula was in its 
10th day and meeting little re- 
sistance. 


The cordon operation in the 


populous coastal lowlands was 
never completed In time to pre- 
vent 150 enemy soldiers from 
slipping out of the village, which 
had been abandoned by Its pop- 
ulation.
